THE LEADER of Essex County 
Council has issued a public appeal 
for evidence of a possible child 
abuse “cover-up” in the 1980s and 
90s. 

David Finch said the authority 
and Essex Police were keen to 


investigate recent allegations 
about a “paedophile ring” operat¬ 
ing at County Hall. 

Cllr Finch urged witnesses to 
come forward after a former NHS 
manager made a speech at the 
Houses of Parliament, where he 
made allegations of a child abuse 
“cover-up”. 

The claims were made by Robin 
Jamieson, who was district psy¬ 
chologist - managing 20 staff - 


for Southend in the early 1990s 
and sat on the Child Protection 
Committee. 

Mr Jamieson made a speech at a 
“whistleblowers event” at 
Westminster on June 23 in front of 
MPs, barristers and campaigners. 

He claimed that in the 1990s he 
was approached discretely by 
junior staff with alarming allega¬ 
tions, suggesting serious failures 
in child protection. 


He said he reported the concerns 
to the council but found the 
response “insulting and threaten¬ 
ing”. 

He claimed he informed the 
police but had no knowledge of 
any subsequent investigation. 

In a statement issued after Mr 
Jamieson’s speech, Cllr Finch 
said: “We are aware that there 
have been some historical child

Police appeal for witnesses as 50-year-old is charged with murder 


Killer jailed for life 


Man found dead 
in kitchen bedsit 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses after a 
man died inside a property in Beedell 
Avenue, Westcliff. 

Officers were called shortly after 9.30pm on 
Sunday, July 5, following reports that a man 
had been found collapsed in the kitchen. 

Police officers and ambulance crews 
attended but the man, aged 50 and from the 
local area, had died. 

Detectives from the Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate are leading the enquiry. 

Senior investigating officer, DCI Martin 
Pasmore, said: “Two men were arrested at the 


scene on suspicion of murder. 

“Enquiries are continuing and a scene 
guard has been put in place at the property, 
which is made up of a number of bedsits. 
This will be in place whilst specialist teams 
carry out forensic searches. 

“We are appealing for information and 
would like to hear from anyone who may 
know anything about what happened inside 
this property last night. If you can help, 
please do get in touch with my team as soon 
as possible. At this time we do not believe that 
this was a random attack.” 


Anyone with any information is asked to 
contact Essex Police on 101. 

• A MAN has been charged with the mur¬ 
der of a 50-year-old man who was found dead 
inside a property in Beedell Avenue in 
Westcliff on July 5. Unemployed Carlyle 
Daley, aged 46 of Beedell Avenue was charged 
in the early hours of Tuesday July 7. He was 
due to appear before Southend Magistrates at 
the time of going to press. 

The 30-year-old man arrested in connection 
with the incident has been released from police 
custody and will face no further action. 


Trio jailed for Southend killing of 24-year-old

A WOMAN and two teenage boys 
were jailed on Friday for the 
manslaughter of a man in 
Southend, Essex. 

Anton Levin, 24, from 
Dagenham, died after he was 
stabbed at Danielle Russell’s home 
in St Ann's Road on November 19, 
2014. 

Russell and two boys, aged 16 
and 17, were found guilty of 
manslaughter following a trial that 
concluded on June 1. 

They were also found guilty of 
conspiracy to commit GBH on 
another man as well as guilty of 
conspiracy to commit robbery. 

During the trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court, it had been revealed 
the defendants had planned to rob Mr 
Levin as they believed he was in pos¬ 



session of heroin and crack cocaine. 

Danielle Russell had coaxed Mr 
Levin to her flat in St Ann’s Road, 
in November last year so the rob- 



Mr Levin died at Danielle 
Russells' flat from stab wounds to 
his right leg. 


Russell was jailed for 11 years 
and six months for manslaughter. 

She was also sentenced to eight 
years for each of the conspiracy 
charges, both to run concurrently. 

The teenagers, who cannot be 
identified for legal reasons, were 
sentenced to 10 years and four 
months for manslaughter. 

After that time, they will be on a 
five year extended licence. 

DCI Simon Werrett, of the Kent 
and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate said: “This was anoth¬ 
er unnecessary death linked to 
gang activity in Essex. These 
defendants have never shown any 
remorse for the attack and the 
needless loss of life. 

“I am pleased they have been 
given lengthy custodial sentences, 
taking them off the streets of Essex. 

“Hopefully Mr Levin’s family 
can now move on with their lives.”

was a loving and caring 
man who always put 
others first. 

Hassan who lived 
with his parents and 
seven siblings, was 
studying A levels and 
had hoped to go to uni¬ 
versity this year. 

DCI Simon Werrett, 
of the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime 

Directorate, said: “The 
judge described him as 
a callous young man 
with a tendency to vio¬ 
lence. 

“The sentence hand¬ 
ed down today will 
ensure the people of 
Southend are safe from 
Alam. 

“Hopefully this will 
give Hassan’s family 
some closure so they 
can move on with their 
lives, although nothing 
will bring their son 
back.”

RESIDENTS are extremely worried about a 
development which could see hundreds of hous¬ 
es built on a flood plain in Shoebury. 

An application to built 172 homes and 15,000 
sq m of office space on land between Ness Road 
and Barge Pier Road was initially rejected by 
Southend Council because the area is on a flood 
plain. 

The developer, who bought the site in 2010, 
has re-submitted the application which will be 
heard by the local authority at their development 
control meeting today. 

Worried Garrison’s Residents Association 
member, Vivien Byczynski told the YA: “There 
is a lot of concern about the proposal, particu¬ 
larly as this time, residents have only been given 
one week to respond to the appeal. 

“The key point is that this development is 
totally reliant on the maintenance of ditches and 
the maintenance of the sea wall. 

“The ditches in Somerset were not maintained 
and it was an absolute disaster as I am sure 
everyone will remember - it was a catastrophe. 

“The sea wall here in Shoebury is in a shock¬ 
ing state. This all costs money and if a develop¬ 
ment were to go ahead it would have to be main¬ 
tained religiously. 

“The key thing is that money for maintenance 


is ring fenced.” Vivien who is a former consul¬ 
tant to local authorities said the roads around 
Shoebury were already at full capacity too. 

She said: “The junction at Campfield Road 
and Ness Road is gridlocked, this needs to be 
addressed either with a roundabout or traffic 
lights, it’s is already dangerous.” 

Independent Shoebury councillor Nick Ward 
said he felt Shoebury was at full capacity 
already. 

He said: “My business is in Shoebury and I 
have noticed a significant increase in traffic vol¬ 
ume since the last phase of development.” 

The Environment Agency said it wanted reas¬ 
surance certain works were carried out before 
giving the development its approval. 

An Environment Agency spokesman said: “We 
have requested a planning condition requiring 
the flood risk assessment to be reviewed if the 
development goes ahead before the improve¬ 
ment works to the tidal flood defences. 

“We have also requested additional conditions 
including the need to provide a proposed flood 
storage area to compensate for land raising and 
for a detailed surface water drainage scheme to 
be prepared prior to the commencement of 
development. 

“If these conditions are met, we have no objec¬ 
tion to the development going ahead.”

A COUNCILLOR’S dream of installing a 
crossing has taken a step closer to becoming 
a reality. 

Shoebury Independent councillor Mike 
Assenheim has been campaigning for two 
years for a crossing in Ness Road, near 
Shoebury Park. 

At Southend Council’s traffic meeting on 
Thursday the £25,000 scheme was finally 
given the go ahead. 

Cllr Assenheim said: “Children have 
always found this road very difficult to cross. 

“Officers are now going to do the necessary 


measuring up and notify residents of the 
work in the paper. 

“Officers have to stand at the spot for 24 
hours as well and measure the speed of the 
vehicles. Once 28 days has elapsed and there 
has been no objections, then we can start 
work on it.” 

The crossing will be paid for by a charity 
called Safer Roads. 

The charity was started by former 
Olympus director Mike Woodford. 

Cllr Assenheim approached Mr Woodford 
for the funding two years ago.

Firefighters 
fear job axe 
amid huge 
drop in caiis

HUNDREDS of firefighters’ jobs 
could face the axe at Essex Fire 
and Rescue Service due to a 
plunge in the number of call outs. 

But fire unions believe any fur¬ 
ther reduction in the numbers of 
full time firefighters will result in 
an increase in attendance times. 

FBU representative Alan Chin- 
Shaw told the YA the service had 
already failed to achieve its targets 
for attendance times (10 minutes) 
on 80 per cent of occasions. 

He said: “The reduction of front¬ 
line firefighters from April 2014 
to April 2018 is 179 with natural 
wastage, but we believe this figure 
could increase in 2018.” 

Mr Chin-Shaw believes the ser¬ 
vice is intending to reduce the tar¬ 
get response time from ten min¬ 
utes to an average time of 10 min¬ 
utes. 

He said: “This is a very serious 


reduction that could be lost on the 
public in the consultation docu¬ 
ment as it not clear it intends to 
reduce this target. 

“Although the service has been 
extremely effective delivery fire 
safety messages we need crews to 
do this not civilians. 

“That way if there is a call out, 
crews will be available.” 

He added that crews were also 
needed for road traffic accidents. 

He said: “No amount of educa¬ 
tion unfortunately, will prevent 
road traffic accidents happening. 

“Most people are guilty of 
speeding... it’s human nature.” 

Essex acting chief fire offer 
Adam Eckley said that the thou¬ 
sands of emergencies the service 
has attended has reduced by half in 
the past ten years. 

He said: “We are currently in the 
first phase of a major consultation 
on the future of the service. 

“Because we are still consulting, 
no proposals have been developed, 
so any supposed ‘job cuts’ figure 
is pure speculation.”

abuse concerns in relation to 
individual members of staff 
employed by Essex County 
Council in the 1980s and early 
1990s. 

“We know that these concerns 
were investigated at that time by 
the council and Essex Police and 
appropriate actions were taken 
in accordance with the evidence 
available at the time. 

“There was no evidence of an 
organised cover-up, nor indeed 
was there sufficient evidence at 
the time for further investiga¬ 
tions to take place. 

“However, these are clearly 
very serious allegations. If Mr 
Jamieson, or anyone else, has 
evidence of a ‘cover-up’ or of 
agencies failing to properly 
investigate such concerns, we 
would very much welcome the 
information and would fully 
investigate such concerns 
together with Essex Police.” 

Mr Jamieson spoke out after 
reading a series of exclusive 
Yellow Advertiser reports about 
compensation payments for 
alleged abuse. 

The YA revealed in January 
that County Hall paid almost 
£100,000 compensation in 
2014 for alleged abuse, includ¬ 
ing £90,000 for two cases in 
1993 in the Vulnerable 
Children and Young People 
department. 

But civil servants refused to 
answer any questions about the 
payments. 

They claimed releasing even 
basic details - such as answer¬ 
ing yes or no to whether any¬ 
body was convicted in each 
case - could identify 
the alleged victims. 

In subsequent 

Freedom of 

Information responses. 
County Hall reclassi¬ 
fied the alleged abuse 
payouts as personal 
injury claims, making 
them indistinguishable 
from payouts for minor 
accidents such as cut 
fingers.

A. You’re right, the vast 
majority of flats are 
indeed leasehold. That’s 
because, under English 
law, no matter how many 
individual homes may 
occupy a particular 
piece of land, there can still only be a single 
freehold. 

The best way to think of a lease is therefore 
as a kind of long-term rental agreement. 
With a lease, you are basically buying 
certain rights to a property for an extended 
period of time - typically 99 years, but in 
some case anything up to 999 years. As 
such, both you and the freeholder are 
bound by the terms of the lease agreement. 
An important thing to remember about 
such agreements is that while they all share 
certain basic elements, there is actually no 
such thing as a standard lease. 

Subject to the various statutory rules and 
regulations, the detailed terms and 
conditions can vary wildly - which is why 
you need to have a good solicitor go

through them with a very 
fine toothcomb. 

Another important factor 
to consider is the length 
of time still outstanding 
on the lease, since the 
fewer years it has left to 
run, the harder it may be 
to sell in the future. 

As long as you have 
already held a lease for 
at least two years, you 
are legally entitled to 
have it extended, but this 
will come at a price, 
since the freeholder is 
entitled to compensation 
for having to wait longer 
to get their property 
back! In this context, the 
crucial point comes 
when a lease has less than 80 years 
remaining, since at that stage, in addition to 
the afore-mentioned compensation, the 
leaseholder also becomes liable to pay 
something called “Marriage Value.” 

This is based on the notion that a property 
with a newly extended lease obviously has 
a higher market value - and the freeholder 
is therefore entitled to 50% of that increase. 

If you have held a lease for more than two 
years, you may also be entitled to buy the 
freehold - again, at a price. 

The rules are slightly different for houses 
and flats, but in the case of the latter, you 
need to work together with all the other 
leaseholders in the building in order to 
become joint freeholders.

Landlord Question 

How and when can I increase my tenants rent? 

Think Property Answer 

If they're on a fixed-ternn contract without a break-clause, you’ll have to wait until 
that contract comes to an end before you can increase the rent. This rule applies 
even if you've recently improved the property, such as installins a new bathroom 
or replacins old furniture. 

You should write to the tenant a couple of months before the end of their contact 
offerins to renew the tenancy but at a hisher price. 

Where there is a break clause in the contract, you can increase the rent at the point 
of the break, but only with the tenant’s asreement and this can’t be within the first 
six months of the lease. 

If you have a periodic tenancy (which rolls on week by week or month by month), 
you can increase the rent at any time as Ions as you sive the tenant a months’ 
notice. You can only raise the rent once every 12 months unless the tenant asrees 
to further increases. 

Of course, if you want to raise the rent more than once a year and the tenant 
doesn’t asree, you have the option of endins the tenancy with two months’ notice 
and then you can look for new tenants at a hisher rent. 

However, you need to weish up whether the extra income you misht earn is worth 
the extra cost and hassle of findins a new tenant. Even if you market your property 
yourself, you’ll still have advertisins costs and you misht have to pay for a new 
inventory, check-in and check-out reports and a new tenancy asreement.

KNOWING how saleable a property is half the battle when deciding 
what (or not) to buy for your next property investment. Why? 

Well because one day, you may need to sell that property. If you go into the purchase with 
open eyes, you know most of the risks and can barter the price accordingly if you have to. 
Bearing this in mind, last week, a couple from Brentwood popped into our offices to ask 
about investing in property. Their concern was if we have another property slump (and we 
will because that is what has happened to the British property market ever since the 
1950’s), if they did need to sell, what type of property would be easier to sell. 

Now everything sells, even during a slump, but I did some research and followed up their 
query -1 was actually quite surprised with the results. 

A good guide to judge the saleability of property is the number of properties for sale, 
compared to the numbers that are sold, subject to contract. Now I carried out this 
comparison last week, so the numbers will be marginally different today, but of the 84,183 
households in Southend there are 1,660 properties on the market for sale. Of those 1,660 
properties, 647 properties are fully available on the open market waiting for a buyer and 
1013 have buyers and are sold subject to contract. That means 31% of property on the 
market has a buyer in Southend (interestingly in Westcliff 55% of properties on the market 
have a buyer and in Southend 57%). 

However, delve deeper in the local area today, 58% of detached houses on the market have 
a buyer and great news for semi-detached property owners, as 69% of them have buyers. 
Terraced houses fair even better, with 247 of the 340 on the market now have buyers 
(making 72%). The properties that appear to be sticking though are apartments at a 
comparatively lower 55% and bungalows at 57yo. 

I am always giving advice to my existing and new landlords on what to buy (or not as the 
case may be). Having this detail of information at my fingertips, allows me to spot trends in 
the local market, which then enables to me to give the very best advice to my clients. I 
don’t charge for that advice as I have plenty of opportunity to earn money by finding the 
best tenants for my landlords in the years to come on the investments I have advised on.

WRONG ARM OF THE LAW 


MORE THAN 400 complaints were 
made against Essex Police in the first 
quarter of 2015, a report has revealed. 

Papers published by Police 
Commissioner Nick Alston showed that 
between January and March the force 
received 415 complaints, of which 380 
were against officers and 35 were 
against staff 

They included one allegation of sexual 
assault by a police officer, 24 allegations 
of assault by an officer, seven com¬ 
plaints about alleged discrimination, 
four reports of alleged “perjury or irreg¬ 
ularity in evidence” and eight claims 
that people’s data had been improperly 


SEX assault claims, discrimination and abuse of date are among the 
latest cases that Essex Police Commissioner Nick Alston has released 
from the force’s misconduct logs. CHARLES THOMSON reports 


released. One officer was sacked and 
submitted for inclusion on a list banning 
him from serving again, after he was 
convicted for refusing to provide a spec¬ 
imen. 

Two more officers were fired after a 
gross misconduct hearing determined 
they had made false entries in a domes¬ 
tic violence report. 

Another officer is the latest of several 
in the last two years to be probed over 
alleged “inappropriate contact with vul¬ 


nerable females”. The report said the 
officer has been suspended and is being 
investigated by the force’s Professional 
Standards Department. A Special Chief 
Inspector is under investigation by the 
Professional Standards Department, for 
allegedly “verbally abusing members of 
the public, having identified himself as a 
police officer”. 

Mr Alston said: “I remain remain thor¬ 
oughly committed to being open and 
transparent about police disciplinary 


processes and I am conscious that some 
of the cases outlined in the report make 
for uncomfortable reading. 

“However, this scrutiny work should 
help ensure that the people of Essex can 
have confidence that where misconduct 
occurs it will be identified and 
addressed, and that their police force 
remains committed to the highest pro¬ 
fessional standards. 

“I would also want to remind people 
that day by day, the vast majority of the 
men and women of Essex Police contin¬ 
ue to carry out excellent work in solving 
crimes, locking up criminals and, most 
importantly, supporting victims.” 



THE CASES: 

In the clear 

TWO ESSEX Police officers have been 
cleared of any wrongdoing after being 
charged with alleged criminal offences. 

The two officers’ cases were not connected. 

British Transport revealed last week that 
the CPS has dropped an “indecency” charge 
against a serving Essex Police officer. 

The officer appeared in court in June after 
being arrested and charged with “indecent 
conduct”. 

The Special Constable, based in the north 
of the county, was suspended from duty 
following the charges. 

British Transport Police confirmed that the 
charge was dropped last week, as the officer 
awaited a further court date. 

The officer was also subject to an 
investigation by the force’s Professional 
Standards Department. Another officer, who 


was charged with harassment and assault 
following a “domestic abuse” complaint, has 
been acquitted. 

A force spokesman said: “The officer, 
based in Basildon, remains suspended from 
duty, pending the outcome of an internal 
misconduct investigation. He appeared in 
court in June and was found not guilty by a 
jury.”. 

Officer faces trial 

AN officer has denied inappropriate 
behaviour with a girl. 

The officer, who cannot be named, due to a 
court gagging order, has been charged with 
“abuse of position”. A trial date set for July 
27. 


Inquiry continuing 

AN IPCC investigation into an incident 
echoing Essex Police’s bungled handling of 


the Maria Stubbings case is still ongoing, 
after almost a year. 

The watchdog is conducting an independent 
investigation into the force after a woman 
was allegedly sexually assaulted. 

The probe was first made public in the July 
to September 2014 misconduct report. 

The IPCC was called in after the woman, 
who is not identified, said she was assaulted 
by a man she had earlier reported to police. 

Police did not arrest the man over alleged 
harassment, even though a restraining order 
was in force. 

The misconduct report read: “A complaint 
was made to police about the harassment of a 
vulnerable female by an ex-partner; a 
restraining order was in place, however, no 
arrest was made. The female subsequently 
made an allegation of serious sexual assault 
against the ex-partner.” 

The sexual assault case never went to trial 
as the CPS decided there was insufficient 
evidence, but the man - whose name Essex 
Police claimed it was banned from releasing 


- was convicted of multiple breaches of a 
restraining order. 

Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh 
apologised in October 2014 after a jury 
found Essex Police had failed to protect 
Maria Stubbings, who was murdered in 2008 
by Mark Chivers. 

She had reported Chivers to police and 
dialled 999 multiple times in the days before 
her death, but police failed to attend her 
address in Chelmsford. 

When they did, Chivers answered the door 
and said she was out. She was found dead the 
next day, strangled with a dog lead. 

Speaking in October, after jurors ruled 
Essex Police was partially responsible for the 
death, police commissioner Nick Alston said: 
“Together, we must ensure that a person is 
never again failed in the way that Maria 
Stubbings was failed. We must also strive at 
all times to protect people from the harm of 
domestic abuse.” 

Essex Police confirmed last week that the 
IPCC investigation was ongoing.

PrimeTime film review 



TED 2 (15,116 mins) 

I N 2012, writer-director 
Seth MacFarlane's mis¬ 
matched buddy comedy 
Ted was a surprise hit. 

Man's best friend wasn't a 
dog after all - it was a potty¬ 
mouthed, talking teddy with 
a penchant for beer, bongs 
and scantily clad ladies. 

Sadly, the bear necessities 
of modern life don't stretch 
to a second film because 
Ted 2 is padded with as 
much fluff as the huggable 
hero. 

The sequel is a vast 
improvement on 
MacFarlane's previous film, 

A Million Ways To Die In The 
West, but even root canal 
treatment would be prefer¬ 
able to a repeat viewing of 
that tumbleweed spoof. 

The sweetness and 
romance, which distin¬ 
guished the original Ted, 
have been diluted to the 
point of blandness here and 
a climactic set piece at a 
pop culture convention is an 
unsightly mess. 

Direction plods without 
any urgency and politically 
incorrect, gross-out inter¬ 
ludes are laced with malice. 

Between the frequent 
yawns, MacFarlane conjures 
moments of magic - new 


love interest Amanda 
Seyfried's a cappella rendi¬ 
tion of Mean 01' Moon; a 
bizarre yet hilarious cameo 
by Liam Neeson - but these 
are fleeting. 

Ted 2 opens with John 
Bennett (Mark Wahiberg) 
divorced from Lori (Mila 
Kunis) and fur ball compan¬ 
ion Ted (voiced by 
MacFarlane) poised to walk 
down the aisle with a brassy 
checkout girl called Tami- 
Lynn (Jessica Barth). 

One year later, the honey¬ 
moon is over and Ted and 
Tami-Lynn are arguing 
incessantly. 

Ted's supermarket co¬ 
worker (Oocoa Brown) pass¬ 
es on a nugget of her wis¬ 
dom: "You better have a 
baby or your marriage is 
over.” 

The bear lacks the neces¬ 
sary appendage to impreg¬ 
nate Tami-Lynn, so he 
hatches a plot to steal the 
sperm of American football 
legend Tom Brady (playing 
himself). 

The bear-brained scheme 
misfires and Ted and Tami- 
Lynn approach an adoption 
agency. 

Their application is red- 
flagged because the state of 
Massachusetts recognises 
Ted as a piece of property 


not a person. 

Soon after, the bear loses 
his job and the marriage is 
annulled. 

"We take this all the way 
to Judge Judy if we have 
to," bellows John and the 
pals head to court with ide¬ 
alistic attorney Samantha L 
Jackson (Seyfried) to uphold 
Ted's civil rights. 

Ted 2 runs on empty in 
terms of originality, relying 
entirely on our affection for 
the characters to sustain 
interest. 

Wahiberg trades lacklustre 
banter with his computer¬ 
generated pal and there's 
an absence of on-screen 
chemistry with Seyfried. 

A running gag about her 
facial similarity to a charac¬ 
ter from The Lord Of The 
Rings develops a stitch 
before its punchline, while 
fleeting appearances from 
John's gay co-worker 
(Patrick Warburton) and his 
boyfriend (Michael Dorn) are 
superfluous. 

At a critical juncture in the 
court case, Ted activates the 
voicebox in his chest and 
sweetly trills, "I love you!" 

Regrettably, it's impossible 
to feel similarly enamoured 
with MacFarlane's sequel.

W ALKERS now replace 
horses along an Essex 
canal which once would 
have seen thousands of tonnes of 
freight passing by. 

The Chelmer and Blackwater 
Navigation was created more than 
200 years ago as an easier way of 
getting coal and other cargo from 
Heybridge Basin, in the Blackwater 
Estuary, to Chelmsford and many 
towns and villages nearby. 

When Chelmsford was just a 
small market town at the turn of 
the 18th century, its bulk imports 
were brought in by pack mule and 
wagons, but muddy roads fre¬ 
quently obstructed traffic, leaving 
many people with a shortage of 
fuel. It was then that the idea of 
importing coal by water began, 
with the aim of turning the small 
river Chelmer into a waterway. 

While in the 1760s an Act of 
Parliament was passed to canalise 
the river between Chelmsford and 
Maldon, the £13,000 needed 
could not be raised and the plan 
was also met by objections from 
many people including local 
millers. However, a fresh Act of 
Parliament for the project was 
received in 1793 and work began 
that October. 

In just four years the 13.75-mile 


waterway was complete, with 13 
locks built to accommodate horse 
drawn lighters - shallow barges - 
that measured 60ft by 16ft and 
could carry up to 25 tonnes of 
cargo. 

While industry on the waterway 
began to decline, due to the con¬ 
struction of Eastern Counties 
Railway from London to Colchester 
in 1843, coal continued to be 
imported by water until the First 
World War. 

Today the navigation is a haven 
for visitors who stroll along the 
unspoilt waterway, climb aboard 
barges for trips, and admire the 
canal boats along the way. 

The half-way point of the water¬ 
way is Papermill Lock, in North Hill, 
Chelmsford, which is a great place 
to explore the canal, take in the 
beautiful and peaceful surround¬ 
ings, and find out more about its 
history. 

The Old Stable Tea Room at the 
lock used to be home to the hors¬ 
es that pulled the barges along the 
river and those working the water¬ 
way - who were known as 



bargees - would have slept in the 
small brick building situated on a 
small island opposite, which is 
now the office of The Chelmer and 
Blackwater Navigation Company. 

You can now enjoy homemade 
cakes, ploughman’s and sand¬ 
wiches in the former stables, which 
are open daily from 10am through¬ 
out the year. 


While you can no longer hire 
rowing boats and canoes at 
Papermill Lock, which is a shame 
as it was a great way to spend 
some time with the family, you can 
still explore the canal another way 
- on board the Caffel. 

The 12-seater vessel, operated 
by the same people who run The 
Old Stable Tea Room, offers hourly 


leisurely trips along the waterway 
during the summer for just £6 for 
adults and £5 for children. 

With free admission and free 
parking, and year round opening, it 
is an easily accessible place to 
wander around, no matter what 
season you visit.

Suzuki crossover has wide appeal 



By Edward Stephens 


SUZUKI’S decision to build a orossover vehi¬ 
cle was almost inevitable oonsidering the 
company’s history. 

Its ability to build oompetent 4x4 models - 
demonstrated with vehioles like the Vitara 
and the Jimny - and its reputation of being 
one of the world’s most suocessful compact 
car makers were the perfect combination for 
a orossover. 

And so the SX4 S-Cross was born, a com- 
paot but spaoious family oar available with 
both two and four-wheel-drive. 

The four-wheel-drive version is the ideal 
vehiole for anyone looking for off-road ability 
but without the bulk of a traditional off-road- 
er. 

With its prominent grille and bulbous bon¬ 
net the S-Cross is a very distinotive oar and 
one whioh has the ability to stand out in the 
crowd. 

Despite its saloon oar appearanoe it has 
the sort of grip to get you out of trouble 
when the going gets tough. 

Under normal oonditions the oar operates 
in two-wheel-drive to make it more economi- 
oal. 

But as soon as the system detects any 
wheel-spin it instantly switches to all-wheel- 
drive so you don’t lose grip. 

The system offers four modes, whioh oan 
be dialled up via a knob near the gear shift. 

Switoh to Sport and the engine revs 


inorease, the aooeleration and torque ohar- 
aoteristios are ohanged to optimise engine 
response and oornering performanoe while 
20 per sent more torque is sent to the rear 
wheels to ensure more grip. 

When the going gets really hairy you can 
switch to Snow mode for permanent four- 
wheel-drive and if you do happen to get 
stuck, change to Lock mode to get yourself 
out of trouble. 

One of the ear’s most distinctive features is 
its panoramic glass sunroof whioh Suzuki 
says is a world first beoause of its two slid¬ 
ing panels, one in front of the other. 


The massive 1,000mm expanse of glass 
extends over both front and rear seats and 
provides one of the largest openings avail¬ 
able on any ear. 

Made in Hungary the S-Cross offers gener¬ 
ous interior space and a good boot area 
oapable of ooping with some 430 litres of 
luggage. 

Standard features on the SZ5 spec test car 
include satellite navigation, leather upholstery 
and front and rear parking sensors. 

Powered by a 1.6-litre diesel engine the 
oar offers good pulling power but is not the 
quiokest oar off the blocks, as can be seen 


by its 0-62 miles per hour aooeleration time. 

A dashboard mounted indioator tells you 
whioh of the six gears you should be in for 
optimal fuel oonsumption and taking note of 
it does give impressive figures. 

Over a week’s driving my average was 
never below 52mpg and with low 002 fig¬ 
ures your road tax is rook bottom too at 
e20pa. 

The gear changes were a little on the 
notohy side but the ride is good if a little 
firm. 

On the motorway it always feels well plant¬ 
ed and stable and for a 1.6-litre responds 
well at high speed when you need that extra 
burst to get you out of trouble. 

The S-Cross is not that oheap by Suzuki 
standards but does offers a good all round 
paokage that will appeal to a wide variety of 
prospective buyers.

Essex V Australia 
(Australia win by 169 runs)

ASHES fever came to the county 
as Essex County Cricket Club 
staged a four-day match with the 
touring Australians. 

The visitors have always proved 
to be popular with some rich crick¬ 
eting history etched between the 
two sides, and once again the 
Essex crowd responded by turning 
out in their masses. 

Australia arrived in Chelmsford 
having already yielded some valu¬ 
able batting practice, easing past 
Kent by 255 runs. 


And after Essex skipper Ravi 
Bopara offered the tourists the 
opportunity to bat, they picked up 
where they had left off at Canter¬ 
bury. 

The Australians were eventually 
all out for 562. David Warner hit 
94 before falling victim to Bopara, 
Jamie Porter taking the catch. 

There were impressive knocks 
from Shane Watson (b Ryan ten 
Doeschate 52), and Peter Nevill (c 
Sub b Jesse Ryder).

Stare, 3-26, and Josh Hazelwood, 
4-42, ripped into the Essex order, 
the home side were eventually skit¬ 
tled for 200, and the tourists won 
comfortably by 169 runs.
